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Center School Is Granted 
National Education Award

Greenbelt Center Elementary School received the 1992 
Blue Ribbon Schools Award, one of the highest honors for 
excellence that the U.S. Department of Education bestows. 
Center School was one of four schools in Maryland, and 185 
schools nationwide to receive the award. 


Center School was selected for 
this award for its outstanding 
instructional programs, high aca¬ 
demic expectations, staff devel¬ 
opment. community involvement 
and the innovative after school 
and language development pro¬ 
grams. 

More than 500 public and pri¬ 
vate schools were nominated from 
across the country by s J Jate 
boards of education and the 
Council for American Private 
Education. It is a significant 
achievement for Greenbelt Center 
to be recognized for educational 
excellence since it is not a mag¬ 
net school and does not get the 
special attention that often ac¬ 
crues to magnet schools. 

What are the specific charac¬ 
teristics that make Greenbelt 
Center a blue ribbon school? Dr. 
Matthew B. Clarke, represent¬ 
ing* the U. S. Department of Edu¬ 
cation. reflected the comments 
expressed during his two-day 
visit to the school last October 
Leadership 

Teacher: “Dr. John Van 

(Schoonhoven, former principal) 
had a tremendous influence • 
focusing on children’s learning 
as opposed to teaching. . 

Parent: “Commitment—things 
are never perfect, but if there 
is a problem, they (principal and 
staff) really respond to the 
need.” 


Student: “Mrs. Goff (current 
principal) helps the kids figure 
out how to do better ■ . • Our 
teachers try to push themselves 
to the limit for us. . 

Administrator: “Carolyn (Goff) 
has made a real difference in 
this building. She has supported, 
extended and enriched initiatives 


that John Van had put in place.” 

Clarke: “In almost all the in¬ 
terviews, I heard about the long 
hours kept and example set by 
the principal. The new principal 
has gone a long way toward 
earning the respect, admiration 
-and appreciation of staff and 
community. They in turn re¬ 
spond to the standard she sets by 
her example.” 

Teaching Environment 
Teachers: “I was encouraged, 
many times, to go into new 
areas ... to integrate science 
and social studies . . . (We have) 
a non-competitive staff but ex¬ 
ceedingly supportive - . . No one 
(teacher) has asked for a trans¬ 
fer out of here in 20 years.” 

Clarke: “There seems to be 
informal and formal mechanisms

FOP Seeks Pay Differentials, 

OK to Take Cars Outside County

On March 29, City Manag¬ 
er Daniel Hobbs will present 
his proposed budget to the 
Greenbelt City Council. A 
major factor in that propos¬ 
al will be funding for the 
city’s police department, 
which accounts for approxi¬ 
mately one-third of the total 
city expenditures for the 
current fiscal year. 

On February 22 council held 
a work session with the Green¬ 
belt lodge of the Fraternal Order 
of Police to discuss that organi¬ 
zation’s concerns and requests 
for the upcoming fiscal year 
(FY94), which begins July 1. 
The requests included the lodge’s 
longstanding request for night 
differential pay, expansion of the 
take home car program and in¬ 
stitution of special pay rates. 

No decisions were made by 
council. The requests will be 
considered by the city manager 


and council during the prepara¬ 
tion and review of the 1993-1944 
budget. 

Night Differential 

First priority among the items 
that cost money, said Lodge 
President Robert Keller, is night 
differential pay for officers in 
the patrol division. The FOP 
proposes that nonsalaried offi¬ 
cers receive $1.25 per hour extra 
pay for working between 7 pm. 
and 7 a.m- The FOP estimates 
that the proposal would cost the 
city $27,375 per year. 

The FOP may see some action 
on this item this year. Council 
members Edward Putens, Thomas 
White and Rodney Roberts all 
voiced support. Roberts noted 
that among his experiences 
working on night shifts “even 
very cheap” employers paid more 
for night work. 

Take Home Cars 
Currently, officers living in 
Prince Georges County north of 
Central Avenue are able to take 
their cars home. Keller asked 
council to remove the require¬ 
ment for county residency. In¬ 


stead, the FOP wants officers 
living in Maryland within a 25- 
mile radius to receive this bene¬ 
fit. 

Housing costs are often lower 
in adjacent counties and schools 
better, said Keller. He urged that 
seme areas of Howard and Anne 
Arundel counties are closer to 
Greenbelt than some areas with¬ 
in the currently defined zone for 
take home cars. 

However, in response to a 
question from Mayor Gil Weiden- 
feld, Keller estimated that the 
current policy allows officers to 
live at most seven to eight miles 
away, as the crow flies. 

There was little council support 
for this request. Weidenfeld and 
Putens recalled that one of the 
justifications for the take home 
policy, besides the financial and 
morale benefits to the officers, 
was that there would be a great¬ 
er police presence- Officers who 
live 20-25 miles away are un¬ 
likely to be in the city during 
their off-duty hours, feared 
Weidenfeld. Putens pointed out

Open Space Funds Approved 
For Land at Schrom Hills

The Maryland Department of Natural Resources has in¬ 
formed State Senator Leo Green that it has approved the 
City of Greenbelt’s application for $166,795.50 of Program 
Open Space assistance for the acquisition of the Steiner 
property as an addition to Schrom Hills Park. Funding has 
been approved and appropriated by the Maryland General 


Assembly. 

The grant application still re¬ 
quires the approval of the State 
Board cf Public Works, which 
should be forthcoming in fight of 
the departmental approval. Dep¬ 
uty Assistant Secretary Michael 
J. Nelson has advised Sen. Green 
that the project would be sub¬ 
mitted to the board at the ear¬ 
liest possible date. 

The slightly over one acre 
Steiner property was acquired 
by the city in the spring cf 1991. 
The city had earlier submitted 
its grant application and nego¬ 
tiated purchase of the land with 
the owners. However, between 
the time a purchase agreement 
was reached and final settlement 


took place after the property was 
vacated, the State transferred 
all Open Space funds to the 
State’s general fund in order to 
he 1 '*! reduce the critical revenue 
shortfall /the State was facing 
at that time. The city had not 
been able to seek reimbursement 
until after it had acquired title 
to the property. 

Now, two years later, funds 
have again been made available 
and it appears that the State will 
repay the city for this acquisi¬ 
tion. The acquisition of this prop¬ 
erty was essential to develop¬ 
ment of Scihrom Hills Park, as 
it is located at what has become 
the main entrance to the park. 


GHI Board Elects Mongelli

John Mongelli, former GHI Board member was elect¬ 
ed to fill the vacancy created by the recent resignation of 
Ray McCawley. At the February 19 meeting of the Green¬ 
belt Homes Inc. Board of Directors, the board presented a 
plaque to McCawley in appreciation of his service to the 
cooperative. Other issues included a discussion on dona¬ 
tions and a recommendation by the Woodlands Committee. 


Election 

Mongelli and Robert Rashkin 
were the only two candidates 
for the vacancy on the board 
and both had also sought elec¬ 
tion at the annual meeting last 
year- Eunice Coxon and Ben 
Elkins were among the three 
members who spoke in support 
of Rashkin for the board, indi¬ 
cating that he would provide a 
balance to the board and also 
received the 5th highest number 
of votes in the May, 1992 elec¬ 
tion. The tep four vote getters 
were elected. (A review of the 
election results by the reporter 
indicated! that Rashkin had re¬ 
ceived 187 votes and Mongelli 
186 votes in the May 1992 elec¬ 
tion.) 

Mongelli was elected to the 
Board by a 5 to 3 vote. He made 
a brief statement that he would 
try to do a good job on the 
board and then took a seat at 
the board table and participated 
for the remainder of the meet¬ 
ing. 

Donations 

Joe McNeal of the Greenbelt 
Recreation Department address¬ 
ed the board about the Green¬ 
belt Academic Achievement Pro¬ 
gram. This program, supported 
by funds from the City and 
County as well as by donations, 
seeks to reward students for 
academic achievement and good 


work habits. Moneys received 
are used for awards, rewards and 
treats. Last year the program 
was in Greenbelt Center and 
Springhill Lake Elementary 
Schools and GHI contributed $500 
to the project. This year it is 
being expanded to include Green¬ 
belt Middle School and the Rec¬ 
reation Department was request¬ 
ing a $1,000 donation. 

There was a general discussion 
about the amount of funds in 
the budget for donations, followed 
by a review 7 of the various civic 
and community organizations to 
which GHI currently provides 
contributions. The board finally 
decided to contribute $600 to the 
Academic Achievement Program- 

Woodlands Committee 

The board had previously re¬ 
viewed plans developed by the 
Woodlands Committee for the 
installation of plantings and con¬ 
struction of a small bridge or a 
trail in a wooded area off Hill¬ 
side Road between Laurel Hill 
and Research Roads. The com¬ 
mittee submitted a cost estimate 
at this meeting. After a dis¬ 
cussion related to future city 
easements, children walking to 
the new school, and the necessity 
of sending this to the A&E com¬ 
mittee for further review, the 
board passed a motion to appro¬ 
priate a maximum of $3,500 to 
make these improvements.

This third 
annual production, featuring some of the best of Green- 
belt’s local talent, took place on Saturday evening, March 8 
at Springhill Lake’s Fountain Lodge.

Starting with “On My Own.” 
from Les Miserables. a song from 
the decade of the ’803, Cook, who 
is well known in musical circles 
here as director of Greenbelt’s 
Combined Choir and whose clear 
diction brought out all the 
nuances of meaning in the ly¬ 
rics of each song, took us back¬ 
ward through the ’70s. the ’60s. 
and finally to the ’50s, as she 
accompanied herself on the piano. 
What she noted, she said, was 
that the further back she went, 
the more optimistic became the 
songs. “Climb Every Mountain.” 
the earliest of the set of four 
numbers, certainly made her 
point. 

But wasn’t the whole evening 
a piece of nostalgia — harking 
back to the days even further 
in the past when we used to 
entertain ourselves, with the 
family gathered around the 
piano, singing the latest ballads 
and long-time favorites — or 
perhaps mom at the piano, dad 
on the fiddle, the rugs rolled 
up, and the young folks danc¬ 
ing? Most in the audience of 
about a hundred who turned out 
for the fun came from the gen¬ 
erations who could remember 
such pleasant interludes. 

* Maj| of the performers in this 
eHitS Annual variety show’ hailed 
from those times when all of 
us were doers, not mere watch¬ 
ers, in our own entertainment— 
from Lucille Lushine’s honky- 
tonk piano variations on “Stroll¬ 
ing to the Park One Day,” to 
Lori Moran’s comedy routine, 
mostly about the geriatric set. 
that she said she learned from 
her mother’s example, to Helen 
Oring’s and Tony Arduino’s well- 
acted and meaningful duet from 
Fiddler on the Roof — “Do You 
Love Me?” The audience re¬ 
sponse was enthusiastic to every 
one of these. If the performances 
were less^than Broadway quality, 
they weft tops in enjoyment 
and the quality of sharing that 
makes Greenbelt such a strong 
community. 

John Ward, Ann Leslie and 
Trix Whitehall may have rep¬ 
resented a younger crowd, but 
the music they provided with 
fiddles and percussion (Ward 
and Leslie being active members 
in the Potomac Valley Scottish 
Fiddle Club) took us far back 
indeed with Scottish folk dance 
tunes and ancient ballads. 

Drawn from different eth¬ 
nic groups, but with the same 
cultural meaning, was the set of 
songs performed on the concer¬ 
tina by A1 Herling — “Varm- 
land” from Sweden, “0, Danny 
Boy” from Ireland, and that old 
favorite, “The Minstrel Boy,” 
Earlier, on the piano, Herling 
had improvised on four notes 
called out by members of the 


auvhence. His elaboration was 
intricate enough that one person 
sitting in the front row couldn’t 
believe he had really used those 
notes. 

The Younger Crowd 

I’m happy to report, however, 
that some of the performers 
were young enough and talented 
enough to give hope that these 
musical pleasures may continue. 
Two were students from Eleanor 
Roosevelt High School — Bilaal 
Yusuf, who performed a pleas¬ 
ing rock melody on the electric 
guitar, and Janniece Johns, 
whose rendition of “Bewitched, 
Bothered and Bewildered” and 
the amusing “Cry Baby,” in the 
style of Betty Boop that we re¬ 
member so well, demonstrated 
both her dramatic range and 
the impressive control over her 
voice that she already has de¬ 
veloped. 

Another younger performer— 
first on the piano and then on 
the electric keyboard—was Cleve¬ 
land Flowe, who joined the group 
of performers in the old fash¬ 
ioned way, because Konrad Her¬ 
ling. the show’s producer, who 
had heard him play when a 
group of friends gathered for a 
party, twisted his arm. Flowe’s 
performance of the contempor¬ 
ary “Toccatta” by Chataturian, 
with its dissonances and fast¬ 
breaking modulations, was im¬ 
pressive. In quite another style 
was his rendition on the elec¬ 
tric keyboard of “Don’t Look 
Back.” a number by the Secrets. 

On the same instrument Flowe 
played the signature music to 
introduce Bill Stanley’s parody 
broadcast of radio news and 
commercials. This was Stanley’s 
second offering of the evening— 
the first being an authorative 
reading of several of his own 
published, and increasingly amus¬ 
ing. poems. 

And then there was a humor¬ 
ous monologue by Assistant Pro¬ 
ducer Tom Renahan, detailing 
the ironies and anxieties of 
growing older in this present 
time and having to deal with 
the importunities of our adoles¬ 
cent children. Almost all of us 
could relate to that theme—ex¬ 
cept, perhaps, the two high 
school student performers. 

Two founding members of the 
Greenbelt Arts Center — Tilly 
Wetter and Jan Turkiewicz— 
both warm in all our memories, 
and very much missed, were hon¬ 
ored in a special tribute by Kon¬ 
rad Herling and Renahan. and 
with a Scottish fiddle tune play¬ 
ed by Ward. Then Jean Cook’s 
rendition of “You’ll Never Walk 
Alone” closed off the evening, 
reminding us once again of why 
we had come. 


Only One 

“Video Store Parking Excep¬ 
tion Heats Up City Council 
Meeting” by Diane Oberg was 
the lead story on page 1 March 4 
and frankly after reading the 
story I failed to see what all 
of the ruckus was about- 

First: Centre Video was open¬ 
ed in an area already packed 
and jammed with vehicles cen¬ 
tral to grocery shopping and 
it is an extremely poor location 
for any “rush in and rush out” 
business. Also a very large area 
of “our” parking lot has been 
long utilized by Greenbelt’s Auto 
and Truck garage for the park¬ 
ing of old cars which will even¬ 
tually receive attention in the 
small shop. While the owners/ 
operators are first class folks, I 
think, it jus’t is not fair or prop¬ 
er for this “storing of vehicles” 
to be allowed at the expense of 
other parking lot users. 

Before the other video store ap- 
ened, the alterations in the struc¬ 
ture of that area were of concern 
to Council. It took a very long 
time to cut through the red-tape 
to be certain each and every 
item met zoning and other re¬ 
quirements. It was unfortunate 
that this owner was not advised 
that another video store was 
opening—perhaps even the coun¬ 
cil was not aware of this for 
they apparently were not con¬ 
sulted. The store just arbitrarily 
opened without concern for “re¬ 
quirements”, and now they have 
been excused time after time. 
Even the Director of Planning’s 
warnings were ignored that a 
“use and occupancy permit” was 
mandatory. They had no permit 
and the two grace periods to 
obtain one were also ignored, it 
appears. Does the City coddle 
such nose-thumbing? I think 
not! 

This small area does not 
“need” two video stores in such 
close proximity. Only the legi¬ 
timate one should stay!

More on Trails 

I read with interest the ar¬ 
ticle about our trails written by 
Mr, Giese. I very often walk 
around Greenbelt Lake in both 
good and bad weather. 

There are parts of the trail 
that do not erode or puddle up 
even if there have been hours 
of rain. Part of the reason is 
that certain parts of the trail 
have been properly “engineered.” 
The water comes down from the 
hills, but there is a modest ditch 
that diverts the water to a cul¬ 
vert or pipe that allows it to 
go under the path and on its 
way to the lake. The material on 
the path does not erode away. 

I feel that the engineering de¬ 
partment should go out after or 
during a heavy rain, see where 
the water is running or puddling 
and then make plans to divert 
it through culverts or pipes. An¬ 
other thing that would help pre¬ 
serve the path would be if city 
trucks and police cars would not 
drive around the park, especially 


When the path is soft. It is dif¬ 
ficult for families with small 
children in strollers to try to 
get over the ruts these vehicles 
make I also feel that teenagers 
and adults on bicycles should not 
use the path as there are fami¬ 
lies with small children that are 
not always alert to the danger 
of a fast moving bicycle. 

In conclusion, I totally agree 
with Mr. Giese that we should 
decide on some solution that 
doesn’t have to be fixed three 
or four times a year, but cement 
is not the answer; sensiibly en¬ 
gineered areas are. Erosion de¬ 
stroys everything, including ce¬ 
ment.

Immigrant Stories Sought 

Hundreds of immigrants who 
arrived in the United States 
through the port of Baltimore 
have been immortalized in the 
engraved brick Broadway Pier 
Plaza, located in the heart of 
Historic Fells Point. 

As part of its on-going effort 
to preserve the history of the 
Baltimore waterfront, the Balti¬ 
more Harbor Endowment is seek¬ 
ing stories of families and indi¬ 
viduals who arrived from Europe 
over the last 160 years. 

“The families of many of those 
immigrants still live in the mid- 
Atlantic region.” said James J. 
Pomfret. President of the Balti¬ 
more Harbor Endowment’s Board 
of Directors. “We are looking 
for photographs and personal 
stories about the immigrants. 

Since 1833, when the first ves¬ 
sels from Europe were regis¬ 
tered. hundreds of thousands of 
people took their first American 
footsteps on Broadway Pier, mak¬ 
ing it the second largest U.S. 
port of entry for Europeans. 

The 480 foot long Broadway 
Pier has been reconstructed and 
commemorates well-known and 
lesser known immigrants to Bal¬ 
timore. Centerstones identify im¬ 
migrants, such as Casimir Przy- 
bylski, who left Poland in 1882 
and served as an interpreter for 
other Polish immigrants, easing 
their fears. He was a trash col¬ 
lector and stevedore and raised 
5 children in Fells Point. 

Brown’s Wharf, adjacent to 
Broadway Pier is believed to have 
been the center of trade for 
African captives sold as slaves 
to plantation owners. Accounts 
and stories are being sought for 
this important part of history 
as well. 

To further accentuate the im¬ 
portance of Broadway Pier, a 
series of colorfully designed 
signs will paint vivid pictures 
of the neighborhoods and its resi¬ 
dents- The stories contributed 
will help flavor these informa¬ 
tive signs. 

Personal stories are now be¬ 
ing accepted. A limited number 
of Broadway Pier Plaza bricks 
are left to be permanently en¬ 
graved with an immigrant name 
or fapiily name and may be pur¬

We must have migration in 
our blood- From one generation 
to the next, the people in my 
family find reasons to move- 
Careers, marriage, housing, ad¬ 
venture — whatever the cause, 
they pack up and go. I inher¬ 
ited that desire to search for 
my own home town. I spent 
many years roaming around the 
country, trying to feel comfort¬ 
able in one city or another, hop¬ 
ing to find reasons to stay. 
And now I'm stuck. How did 
Greenbelt get to me anyway? 

The first time I saw Green¬ 
belt was from a car driven by 
my fiance. John was giving me 
a tour of his recent discovery: 
the affordable addresses in GHI. 
That initial drive along Ridge 
Road made my jaw drop. The 
olive drab townhouses made the 
area seem like an army barrack. 
I’ll never forget the look in 
John’s eyes as he showed me 
this house. They sparkled with 
the words. “This is it!” I’ll never 
forget what I muttered. “Two 
years. Max.” 

It’s been 14 years and we’re 
still not out of here. With each 
passing year we seem more en¬ 
trenched. If we’d moved aft^r 
two years I imagine our lives 
would be quite different: less 
secure, more frantic; less friend¬ 
ly. more remote; less pensive, 
more humdrum. Well, that's my 
guess. We’ll never know >inee 
we chose to stay. 

Maybe it was our first GHI 
meeting in the Center School 
gym before the major rehabili¬ 
tation began. What participation! 
Such convictions! The turnout! 
ft reminded me of the town 
meetings I’d been to when I 
was trying out Vermont. John 
and I enjoyed being a part of a 
town that was on the verge of 
change. Democracy was working 
here, that was clear. What 
wasn’t clear was if discussion 
would end before dawn so we 
could vote to get rid of the army 
green asbestos siding. 

Although democracy gives 
Greenbelt a unique energy, that 
alone didn’t keep us here. And 
as happy as I was to lose that 
army color, siding on the house 
wasn’t the trick either. It was 
the house itself: our house in the 
woods. If I had a dollar for 
every time either John or I said, 
“We’ll never find this view if 
we moved, we could afford to. 

But if we moved we’d have to 
leave our friends. After all these 
years. we”ve built relationships 
that are hard to imagine making 
again. And where else would I 
find a Co-op grocery store with 
cashiers who know my name and 
hold my children while I go 
back for the cereal? In w T hat 
other town can I walk at night 
and feel safe? What other city 
is 30 minutes from D.C.. Balti¬ 
more and Annapolis? 

One never knows what the 
future will bring. Perhaps the 
lure of boats and water will be 
too strong for John and we’ll 
migrate. Perhaps we’ll stay and 
watch cur children discover mi¬ 
gration in their ‘blood. Then 
again, maybe the migration will 
stop here. Here, in a house on 
the edge of deep woods, where 
the old oak table from Vermont 
fits perfectly in the dining room. 
Here, where the afternoon sun 
shines ov*‘r my shoulder as I 
cook. Here, where I can lie at 
night listening to the train off 
in the distance, sigraFing as 
it passes by, moving on.

that citizens call him to ask why 
city police cars are seen in rela¬ 
tively distant areas. This indi¬ 
cates that “you are being watch¬ 
ed” he told Keller. 

Council member Antoinette 
Bram argued that the city should 
not reward people who go as 
far away as they can from the 
jurisdiction that pays them. 

Roberts asked who pays for 
the gas and maintenance on the 
take home vehicles. When told 
that the city does, he pointed 
out that the further out the 
policy extends, the higher the 
cost to the city. He questioned 
the practicality of the FOP in 
requesting additional officers and 
benefits while also asking to in¬ 
crease the costs of the take home 
car program. 

Faced with clear lack of sup¬ 
port from council, Keller modi¬ 
fied his request to merely re¬ 
move the restriction that the 
residence be in Prince Georges 
County while retaining the cur¬ 
rent radius. 

Technician Pay 

The FOP also wants the city 
to establish “technician pay” for 
officers with special training or 
expertise. As examples. Keller 
listed evidence technicians, traf¬ 
fic and homicide specialists and 
field training officers. He said 
that the extra pay would provide 
an incentive for officers to go 
beyond their normal routine dut¬ 
ies. 

Keller noted that the depart¬ 
ment's evidence technician is on 
call 24 hours a day. While on 
call an officer must be within 
20 minutes of the city and can- 
net drink alcoholic beverages. 
The officers currently receive 
overtime or compensatory time 
when called. 

There was no clear council 

consensus on this issue. Putens 
said he was “open to” the idea 
while Bram said she thought the 
special work being done by all 
officers was the reason why the 
city increased police pay a few 
years ago. White noted that in 
the military special pay rates are 
based upon risk, not skill. 

Staffing Concerns 

Keller raised two concerns 


about the level of staffing in 
the department. First, he cited 
a December 15 memorandum 
from Hobbs to the department 
heads in which Hobbs cautioned 
that layoffs could be required 
in FY94. Hobbs reported that, 
based upon the budget work 
done since December, he would 
not propose laying off any city 
workers this year. 

The second staffing concern 
was what Keller called the at¬ 
trition of sworn officer positions. 
In 1992 a civilian position of 
computer analyst was created. 
Formerly a sworn police officer 
performed those duties. When 
that officer was chosen for the 
new position, the officer slot was 
eliminated. Hobbs said there had 
been no impact on the depart¬ 
ment's street strength, since the 
officer had been off the street 
for 18 months. 

While Keller agreed that the 
officer long had been in a desk 
job, he argued thait the city’s 
elimination of the sworn posi¬ 
tion represented a loss of an of¬ 
ficer position. He objected to 
the transfer of funds from sworn 
to civilian positions. Instead of 
losing positions, Keller said, the 
city should start adding a few 
officers per year. He felt the 
city needs five more officers 
than it currently has. 

Later in the meeting, Hobbs 
noted that since fiscal year FY85 
the number of officers has in¬ 
creased from 34 to 43. However, 
the number on patrol has in¬ 
creased by just 3. from 25 to 
28. 

The council members were 
noncommittal. Most reiterated 
their past support for and com¬ 
mitment to maintaining an ade¬ 
quate police department but 
cited the practical limitations 
caused by budget pressures. 

Other Issues 

The FOP made several other 
requests including allowing offi¬ 
cers to carry over 320 hours of 
vacation time from year to year 
{up from the current limit of 
240 hours), establishing collec¬ 
tive bargaining with the city and 
asking the city to purchase eight 
replacement vehicles not expect¬ 
ed to be included in Hobbs's bud¬ 
get proposal.

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Steps to Avoid Car-Jacking/ Other Crimes 

by the Greenbelt Crime Prevention Committee 

Greenbelt/is changing, as we all know. Our neighbors once said 
w it can't happen here,” but crime is now a fact of life. 

The Greenbelt Crime Prevention Committee (GCPC) and Police 
Department advise Greenbelt citizens to take precautions against 
car-jacking and other crimes. (Our first car-jacking incident took 
place last May.) 

Some basic rules apply in shopping mails, on streets (day or 
night), and on the road: 

• Be alert. Merely looking like you're not potential prey really 
does send off “vibes” to the criminal underclass. They are pros 
who don't want to risk messing around with someone — male or 
female — offering competition. Stride and signs of awareness count 
for plenty “on the street”. 

• When walking, beware of unknown vehicles and vehicles with 
out-of-state tags idling or with passengers in the vehicle. 

• Stick to well-travelled, well-lit walkways and entrances. 

• Watch out for rear-end collisions — they might be staged! 

• Sounds paranoid, but .... if t's late and you step at a traffic 
•light, look around you for suspicious movements. 

• If a thug asks for your wallet, hand it over — but be calm 
and remember all details (appearance, car, etc.). We don't ask you 
to “give in” to criminals! But, let's fight them where we have 
a chance to win. 

• Develop a conditioned response in advance. Think about self- 
defense so that — if the worst happens — you won’t “freeze.” 
Criminals don't like it when you show you know what you're do¬ 
ing. 

Police are coping with situations created by new realities fac¬ 
ing our City. A better-educated citizenry is vital. The GCPC is a 
volunteer group appointed by the City Council. It meets the first 
Wednesday of the month at the Police Station. GCPC will con¬ 
tinue to inform Greenbelters about ways to protect themselves, 
their families, as well as their property.

by which the teachers in this 
school become involved in de¬ 
cision-making. The most fre¬ 
quently mentioned form of par¬ 
ticipation w a s through the 
School-Based Management 
Team. . 

Curriculum and Instruction 

Parent: “Teachers do give 
brighter kids additional work 
without making it obvious . . . 
I had my child at a Talented 
and Gifted (TAG) school. After 
some time she (my child) tested 
as learning disabled. They made 
her feel so bad that I pulled her 
out and placed her here. Her 
self-esteem improved tremend¬ 
ously. Now, she is part of this 
school's TAG Program. ■ .” 

Clarke: “Curriculum review in 
this school is a continuous pro¬ 
cess. Overall leadership of the 
process is provided by the Prin¬ 
cipal, with a great deal of au¬ 
thority delegated to staff 
through grade-level team lead¬ 
ers. The team leaders seem to do 
much of the organizational work 
and guidance of the process at 
the grass-roots level . , . One 
of the very noticeable instruc¬ 
tional strategies applied through¬ 
out the school day is an em¬ 
phasis on “learning by doing.” 

Student Environment 

Clarke: “The immediate and 
sustained impression that one 
gets upon visiting this school 
is that students really enjoy be¬ 
ing here. For many this school 
is the stable center, the safe 
haven in their lives. The school 
itself promotes this feeling by 
constantly demonstrating its care 
and commitment to its children 
by acts that go far beyond 
rhetoric.” 

Students: “Teachers care about 
the kids . . . They (teachers and 
principal) want our opinions and 
ideas. .

School Program, the Black Male 
Achievement Program and the 
DARE Program as examples of 
the “extraordinary efforts to 
care for and promote success 
for young people that charac¬ 
terize the school.” 

Parent and Community Support 

Clarke: “The school has gone 
so fiar as to provide transporta¬ 
tion to parents who live 16 miles 
away and would otherwise not 
likely attend (Open House ac¬ 
tivities).” 

Parents: . . the school lead¬ 

ership is working with business¬ 
men to bring them into the school 
to help . . . raise expectations 
and possibilities for kids. . . . 
Kids who make the honor roll 
get gold and silver passes which 
are redeemable throughout the 
community — fast food restau¬ 
rants, gift shops, etc. . . . Teach¬ 
ers will slip you their home 
phone numbers ... or call you 
at home ... or even stop by 
your home. , . , We have a chem¬ 
istry here. That’s not something 
you can transplant.” 

Clarke mentioned that when 
he met students in the hallways 
or the library, “they always 
seem to be moving wi.tji a j>ur- 
pose . . . the library is a place 
where children are welcomed and 
can explore. Watching the li¬ 
brarian work with the children 
is a joy. Children were observed 
quietly working together, work¬ 
ing alone, or simply seated on 
the carpeted floor reading by 
themselves.” 

In summing up his observa¬ 
tions Clarke commented: 

“Wouldn't it be wonderful if 
every parent and community 
member in the country felt as 
strongly about their local 
schools ? 

In short, this is a wonderful 
place for children to grow and 
adults to pursue personal .ful¬ 
fillment by assuring that each 
youngster entrusted to them de¬ 
velops the tools to become a pro¬ 
ductive member of our future 
society.” 

As the students and teachers 
complete their final year in his¬ 
toric Greenbelt Center, it seems 
appropriate that the award of 
a Blue Ribbon school is be¬ 
stowed. Over 56 years, the school 
has well-served the students and 
the community. As they move to 
their new school, students and 
staff carry with them the pride 
in their legacy and the mandate 
to go beyond their current 
achievements.
